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REMARKS 

In  offering  this  goncalogy  I  on  aware  of  its  defect e,hov/over  I 
think  in  no  case  do  theoo  obocuro  the  meaning.  An  earnest  effort  hoe 
b_cn  made  to  secure  as  full  and  accurate  n.  record  as  possible.  A  vast 
amount  cf  correspondence  hc.s  been  required  and,  in  many  cases, my  lotters 
have  not  been  aneworod.  This  is  pertly  the  reason  why  some  rocords  aro 
not  complete.  In  some  casps  ray  letters  may  havo  boon  misplacod  but  in 
others  it  has  been  indifference  or  a  dioliko  to  write  a  letter ;how- 
ever  in  most  cases  I  have  had  oplondid  cooperation, for  which  I  an 
truly  grateful.  It  is  possiblo  a  for/  mistakes  in  dates  and  spelling 
nay  be  found ;though  I  have  carefully  chocked  with  all  sources  of  in¬ 
formation  at  uy  command. 

The  arrangement  of  family  records  is  uniform.  A  few  explanations 
may  bo  helpful.  The  head  #f  the  family, for  convenience,  is  taken  to  bo 
tho  one  in  diroct  lino  of  Mon^enhall  dcscont, whothor  man  or  woaan, 

Tho  nunber  aftor  each  hoad  of  the  family  is  the  page  on  which  his  or  her 
parents  rocord  is  fojand,  Tho  nunbor  after  each  married  child’s  nano  is 
the  page  an  which  his  or  her  family  rocord  is  found,  Childrons  nauos 
cono  in  tho  right  hand  column,  Dates  of  birth, marriage  and  death  bogin 
directly  undor  the  sooond  lotter  of  the  name  to  which  they  belong  ox- 
copt  that  when  names  of  parents  of  those  who  havo  married  into  the 
family  occupy  this  lino  tho  date  is  ono  line  lower,  A  few  except  ins 
may  occur  for  evidont  reasons, 

Tho  fallowing  abbreviations  havo  been  used:-  P,for  page,  Ch.for  chil- 
lron,  Ad. for  address,  d,fcr  diod  ,b.for  born,  m.for  marriodand  dau,  for 
daughter. 

The  interest  in  genoalogical  rocords  seems  to  be  increasing.  Many 
states  have  established  Genoalogical  and  Historical  Libraries  such  as  tho 
ono  at  Indianapolis  Ind.  The  Department  of  Vital  Statistics  roquiro  now 
.tho  names  of  parents  of  thoso  connected  with  tho  family.  Some  churches 
ask  for  tho  same.  It  is  hoped  this  Genealogy  may  help  to  bind  together 
tho  scatter.,'!  momboro  of  a  large  family,  as  v/ell  as  to  preserve  the  con- 
ory  Of  >ur  v/^rthy  ancestors.  That  such  a  record  might  be  produced  was  tho 
earnest  wish  of  my  grandfather. 

Tie  few  sheets  in  the  back  are  for  additional  records  which  ycu  may 
wish  to  insert  froa  time  to  time.  Dark  colored  sheets  might  also  be 
added  on  which  to  place  pictures, 
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The  younger  eaeration  of  Mendenhalle  today(1959)»  nay  trace  their  direct  line 
of  ancestry  through  eight  or  nine  generations  to  one  of  two  brothers  who  cane  to 
America  from  England  about  1684  or  1685  and  settled  at  Concord,  Penn*  near  Phila¬ 
delphia.  ./loses,  who  was  either  a  brother  or  the  father,  also  came; but  ho  soon  returnc 
ond  he  left  no  children.  A  sinter  Mary, who  married  Nathaniel  New  1 in,  came  out  we  have 
no  record  of  her  fanily.  Contemporary  with  the  emigrants  were  tv.'o  children, Thomas  one 
Jane, son  and  daughter  of  Francis  ond  supposed  to  be  brother  and  sister  of  the  emigr¬ 
ants.  r'rancio  died  in  1675  and  ho  had  on  •'■•non: try  reaching  back,  to  obout  1275.  Ho  and 
many  of  his  generation, wrote  his  none  v.ilden'ir  11 .  Old  records  show  that  the  names, 
4inal , V.ildonhal  1  and  ,-tendonhall  '..er-  the  c-an..  An  old  rocori  her-  the  name  of  the  sn.’u 
person  spelled  all  three  ways  in  the  sm_c:  document.  P-ople  cf  those  timoe  v/oro  care¬ 
less  of  their  spelling*  The  name  is  aaid  \o  t  on  the  doorpost  in  Suffolk,  England, 
he  Mildenha  11  ,d^not ing  a.  jjri.ncc  or  nobleman. 

As  to  the  origin  of  the  fr  aily,  I  quote  from  a  letter  written  from  Jamestown  N* 
in  1849  by  Richard  Tenienhali  to  Cyrus,  a  eon  of  "'ichnrd'e  Cousin  Aaron.  "I  supposed 
the  Mildonhallo  to  do  of  the  Saxon  race,  but  i.-y  son  Nerous  says  thcro  was  a  small  poj 
phlut  published  in  Philadelphia  *•  bout  twelve  years  paced  which  gavo  a  pretty  full 
account  of  our  generation, tracing  uo  back  to  a  Russian  nobleman  .nThia  ia  tho  Nereus 
v/ho  tided  Guilford  Boarding  School, sinco  Guilford  College  through  the  difficult  peri¬ 
od  of  the  Civil  War.  Wo  matter  what  our  origin, tha  Mendcnhalls  of  today  do  not  hold 
to  tho  radical  ideas  of  tho  loaders  of  Russia  today* 

Tho  Mildenhullo  resided  noar  .Jar 1 bo rough,  Wiltshire, or  as  we  would  say  Wilts 
County  England.  ':’ho  Mildenhalle  wore  of  a  atnlwnrt  race  and  no  doubt  soon,  by  marring 
oecomc  nainly  English*  Many  of  thorn  wore  wealthy  and  they  stood  in  favor  with  royal¬ 
ty.  In  the  Wars  of  the  Ros^3  they  were  loyal  to  the  Henries, of  the  House  of  Lancosto 
as  opposed  to  the  Houeq  of  York.  A  great  number  of  them  were  slain  at  the  battle  of 
TEW EES BURY, where  tho  Lancastrians  were  defeated*  Many  of  them  w-re  slain  by  the  ordc 
of  Edward  IV  and  probably  thoir  estates  in  Wiltshire  wore  conf iscated. 

The  English  family  began  with  Francis  Mildonhall.  Ho  was  buried  Nov.  7th, 1675* 
one c ,  4th  genoration  from  Francis  was  the  first  to  spell  his  name  Mendenhall.  James 
non  Wil 1  ion, with  hip.  son  Edward,  wrote  the  first  Mendenhall  History.  TViey  c e  from 
rath, England  to  0incinnati,0hio  in  1843.  Edward  entered  tho  publishing  business  and 
published  books  and  maps  for  thirty  years.  The  history  W'-s  published  in  1865.  In 

this  he  gives  a  full  account  of  the  f/iildonlic  11s  of  England. 

In  1912  Thomas  A.  Mendenhall, of  Greenville  0.  published  the  second  history,

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REUNIONS 


In  accordance  with  the  cystoma  many  other  families,  it  was  decided,  In  1911 
to  h#ld  ft  Mendenhall  Reunion.  This  was  sup; posted,  in  part,  by  the  presence  of  Amanda 
E.  Taylor  and  family,  fr^m  near  Shoridan  Indiana, whom  many  had  not  seen  for  many 
years*  This  Reunion  was  held  August  tenth  at  the  Greenwood  School  Grounds  two  miles 
south  eaet  wt  Weet  Elkton,  Preblo  County  Ohio, this  being  near  where  Maraaduke  Mon- 
denhall  had  lived  almost  all  of  hit  life.  They  held  at  the  same  place  each  year 
until  1916  inclusive.  An  organization  was  formed  and  an  exeoutive  committee  appoint- 
ed.  ..  _ 

The  RobeHl  families  had  beert  holding  reunions  for  ten  years  at  the  Problo 
County  Fair  Grounds*  As  many  families  belonged  to  both  the  Mendenhall  and  the  Roberts 
Reunions, it  was  decided  by  both  groups  to  unite, bo  in  1917  the  Robert s-Mendenha 1 1 
Reunion  Was  formed*  The  reunion  was  held  at  the  Proble  County  Fair  Grounds, Eaton  0. 
in  1917»  1916  and  1919*  The  reunions  of  1920  to  1927  inclusive  were  at  the  Friend’ 
Church  at  Wost  Ellcton, the  dinners  being  served  in  the  basement  of  the  United  Breth¬ 
ren  Church, which  wae  juet  acroee  the  street  from  tho  Friends’  Church.  In  1928  it 
was  hold  at  tho  West  Ellcton  School  Building.  Borinning  in  1929  it  has  been  held  an¬ 
nually  at  Fort  St  Clair, near  Eaton  Ohio* 

The  rounion  had  beon  hold  on  tho  third  Wednesday  of  August, but  in  1957  the 
date  was  changed  to  Thursday  after  the  third  Wednesday  in  August,  as  it  wae  easier 
to  get  use  of  ti  dosirablo  shelter  house  on  that  date*  Sometimes  a  formal, but  usually 
an  informal, program  has  been  given)moet  of  the  time  being  spent  in  sociability, fun 
and  renewing  old  acquaintances*  long  may  the  reunions  continual

The  following  sketch  of  the  lifA  of  Nathan  Stubbs, Sr *wae  prepared  years  ago  by 
Lewie  D*  Stubbs, attorney  of  Richmond  Ind.and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  daugh¬ 
ter, Ada  Bemh  ardt,  librarian  of  the  Morrison-Reevee  Library*  It  is  as  fsllows:- 
"Nathan  Stubbs  was  born  in  North  Carolina  in  1759*  He  moved  with  his  parents  to  Co¬ 
lumbia  Co*  Oa*  in  1768*  He  was  the  Oldest  of  the  children  of  John  and  Esther  Stubbs. 
He  was  a  leading  member  of  the  families  of  the  neighborhood  whore  he  resided, also 
in  the  Society  of  Friends*. Ho  was  amon*  thofiret  to  move  from  Georgip  ^o  Ohio  and 
settled  on  Elk  Creek  in  Cutler  Co*  ChioAaooutr three  aileB  south  easVof  West  Elkton, 
where  he  died  the  26th  of  april,18j5  aged  76  years*  He  was  a  farmer  but  alss  or  act¬ 
ed  a  flouring  mill  and  a  saw  mill  on  Elk  Creek*  He  was  a  surveyor  and  held  the  offi¬ 
ce  of  Justice  of  the  Peace*  Ho  was  a  fsllower  of  Elias  Hicks  in  the  Separation  of 
ths  Quaker  Church  in  1827*  He  first  married  Eleanor  Jones, daughter  of  Francis  and 
Snroh  Jones, who  died  without  issue*  He  then  married  Elizabeth  Jones,daughtor  of 
Henry  and  Keziah  Jones, by  whom  he  HAd  ten  children*" 

The  following  sketch  of  the  life  of  her  grandparents  is  furnished  by  Bertha 
Stubbs  Sumptefi-  * 

*  Nathan  Stubbsjson  of  Nathan  and  Elifcabeth(Jon©s)Stubbe  must  have-  sottlod  in  Ohio 
with  his  p&r$l\i*  when  only  a  snail  child.  Tho  father  sottlod  6n  Elk  Crook  that  he 
might  utilize  tho  water  power  for  a  grist  mill, for  he  woe  a  milled  by  trado.  There 
were  throe  tillle,dho  known  as  Bennett’s  Mill, within  tho  memory  of  the  present  gen¬ 
eration*  Otie  Was  located  ’about  one  Mlo  up  the  orook  on  what  was  afterward  known 
as  the  Alfred  Moon,  place, now  owned  by  L^ndley  Gifford*  One  wns  about  a  mile  down 
the  creek  en  what  was  the  Mary  Ann  Leslie  farm.  When  Nathan  Jr.  marriedAnnn  Menden¬ 
hall  his  father  gave  him  sixty  Acres  of  land  close  to  Bennett'  Mill.  His  portion  of 
land  was  smaller  than  that  of  the  other  sons  because, in  the  Friend's  Separation  he 
did  not  go  With  his  father. My  mother’s  grandfather  was  afterward  sorry  that  he  cut 
his  son  off  with  only  sixty  acrfcs^whon  it  was  too  late.  The  meeting  house  the  Sep¬ 
aratists  built  was  in  Samuel  Nettoft  Etubb ' s  field  back  of  tho  alley  that  ren  back 
of  where  till  Davis  lived  in  West  Elkton.  I  have  soon  the  site  and  some  bricks  there 
many  times.  My  mother  had  told  ao  thoeo  things  many  tinee. 

Nathan  Stubbs  died  when  only  forty-four  years  old, leaving  his  widow  with  six 
children, tho  youn£eat(ny  mother)  blit  five  years  old.

I  oan  not  give  tho  exact  year  but  this  must  have  been  about  tho  latter  part  of 
the  Civil  far  ,near  tho  tino  when  lAorgan  nado  liis  spoctaculr.r  raid  into  Indiana  and 
Ohio#, causing  uuch  oxcitonent#  Tho  engine  was  bought  of  tho  Yingling  brothers  of 
Soven  Mile  0#  and  was  probably  nado  in  Hamilton  0.  I  have  hoard  ay  grantffathor  , 
Marnaduko,  tell  the  following  story:-  When  they  brought  tho  Engine  hone  thore  was  steam 
in  it  and  they  occasionally  blow  tho  whietlo.  The  people  wore  not  acouetoned  ts  this 
sound#  than  they  cano  ovor  tho  Inuan  hills, about  four  nilos  south  of  tost  Elkton, 
so  no  pooplo  who  hoard  it  wore  much  oxcited  thinking  it  was  producod  by  the  Rebels, 
on  their  narch  to  Elkton#

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In  America  a  greater  variety  of  ^family  names  exist*  than  anywhere  else  in  the 
worlds  durpaaes  of  every  raoa  and  nation  are  represented.

He  was  the  great-grandfather  of  711a  Leslie, who  married 
Stanley  Pugh,P  4*.  '"he  following  HISTORY  of  the  Quakers  at  West  Elkton  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  Louanna  Roberts  and  read  at  the  meeting  »f  the  Social  Workers  of  the  Church 
at  West  Elkton  in  Feb.  1959:- 

"The  oldest  Church  organization  in  Preble  Or.  0.  was  the  Friend's  established 
Sept*  26,  1805,  The  first  Quakers  came  to  Butler  County  before  Preble  County  was 
formed.  They  were  the  first  settlers  in  the  vasl  wilderness.  Soon  after  their  arri¬ 
val  they  met  together  and  held  meetings  to  renew  their  worship  of  God  and, a  little 

later  founded  the  church. 

Aonong  the  first  to  arrive  were  Nathan  Stubbs  and  family,  who  came  from  Wrights- 
ro  .Monthly  Meeting  of  Friend'o,in  Columbia, now, McDugfoy  Co.  Georgia,  in  the  fall 
•  1804.  During  the  early  summer  others  emigrated  from  Georgia.  Among  these  were 
rnneis  Jones,  Richard  Brewn,  Samuel  Stubbs,  Samuel  Maddeck  and  others, with' their 
families.  They  crossed  the  Ohi*  River  in  Juno  and  stepped  over  night  at  Old  Fort 
Hamilton.  In  180‘S  another  party  of  Quakers  from  Bush  River,  South  Carolina  joined 
the  Elk  Creek  Frionde.(The  Mendonhalls  came  From  Wilkes  Co.  Georgia, one  county  north 
-r  McLuffey  C*.,from  where  the  Stubbs  family  came  from.)  The  leading  men  in  this 
colony  were  Eli  Cook,  Benjamin  Hawkins,  Jeseo  KenworthySr . ,  Jonathan  R#berts  and 
•'nnas  Randall  and  their  families.  There  were  also  a  few  families  from  Pennsylvania 
and  New  Jer sey,  includ ing  the  Bjrpwns,  Mowres,  Gauses  anf  Edgertwns, who  settled  here 
ar^un4  what  is  nov;  West  Elkton.  They  left  the  South  on  account  of  the  evils  of 
slavery* 

In  August  1805  the  piVneers  met  at  Nathan  Stubbs's  near  Bennett's  Mill  and  held 
their  first  general  meetirlg  among  Friend's  beneath  the  branchor  of  a  forest  tree. 
After  the  first  general  meeting  in  Aug*  1805  they  met  regularly  at  their  cabin 
homes.  Late  in  the  fall  and  through  the  winter  of  1805-6  the  meetings  were  held  at 
Eli  Cook's  home, this  was  just  south  of  our  barn  and  near  Bennett's  Mill. 

In  the  spring  of  1806  a  rude  log  church  was  completed  <wr.  the  same  site  where  the 
present  church  stands  at  the  south  edge  of  WEst  Elkton.  "his  church  was  16x16.  It 
hod  a  fire  place  and  stick  chimney,  a  puncheon  floor  and  greased  paper  windows. 

The  clapboard  roof  was  held  down  by  lonh  saplings. 

A  frienfly  tribe  of  Indians,  while  passing  by  during  the  meeting  hour  in  Aug. 
1806,  locked  through  the  unchinked  logs  to  see  what  was  going  on  inside  the  church. 

1  r.e  *f  their  number  pushed  the  door  open  to  get  a  better  look  at  the  silent  wor¬ 
shipers.  They  did  not  raciest  thorn  further. 

Hannah  Yarnell,  fr*m  Bybury  Monthly  Meeting  in  Philadelphia,  Co.,  Pa.  wa3  the 
first  minister  of  which  we  have  any  record  of  attending  this  meeting  in  gospel  serv¬ 
ice*  The  certificate  was  dated  the  1st.  of  5th.  month  1810  and  was  indorsed  bv 
Abbington  Quarterly  Meeting,  Montgomery  Co.  Pa.  the  15th.  of  10th.  month  181C .  The 
.ourney  was  made  on  her  setae’:  and  in  covered  wagon. 

A  second  meeting  house  was  built  in  1809.  In  181?  a  brick  meeting  house  was 
built  and  in  1872  this  house  was  torn  down.  Joseph  haddock,  Jesse  Kenwwrthy,  Alli¬ 


son  Crist,  Mar mad uke  Mendenhall  and  Aea  Talbert  were  appointed  as  a  building  com¬ 
old  church  July  28, 
1872.  Thus  we  sec 


m it tee  to  erect  a  non  house*  The  last  meeting  was  held  in  the 
1872.  The  first  service  was  held  in  the  now  house  on  Nov.  2r. 
that  Friends  have  erected  four  houscB  for  worship  on  the  same 
1899  the  present  house  v/as  remodeled  at  a  cost  -^f  $1000. 
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Frionde  were  greet,  belicvors  In  education  ana  wherever  tner*.  was  a  mooting  house 
a  school  house  could  nearly  always  be  soon  near  by*  A  committee  v?ae  appointed  in 
March  1868  to  build  a  brick  school  house  p^uth  of  the  meeting  house  on  land  donated 
by  Richard  W.  Randall,  This  school  v/as  known  ao  tho  Wost  Eikton  Academy,  This  com¬ 
mittee  was  composed  of  Hiram  Stubbo,  William  Kcnv/orthy,  John  Maddock  and  Joseph 
Brown,  William  Kcnv/orthy  and  Miss  Sellic  Riddick  taught  the  first  school  in  1869-70, 

In  the  early  history  of  tho  church,  whun  there  v/as  no  minister,  it  was  the  custom 
to  appoint  an  Elder  to  sit  at  tho  head  of  tho  meeting  and  tine  the  mooting.  Thomas 
Talbert  was  the  first  to  act  in  this  capacity.  He  sat  at  tho  head  of  tho  meeting 
for  y6  years.  After  his  death  the  mantle  foil  upon  Joeso  Kcnv/orthy  Sr.  Death  • 
claimed  him  in  1888,  7/illiai  Stubbs  followed  until  Jan.  1  i860.  Then  Joseph  i.u.ddock 
served  until  his  death  in  1889#  Then  Jo boo  Konv/orthy  served  until  his  health  failed. 
After  he  resigned  .'.'aruaduko  i.Icndcnlv  11  v/ur  faithful  until  his  death  in  1696.  Thon 
Ellis  Suith  ,  who  was  tho  last  to  act  in  tint  capacity.
